LONDON, Dec. 2.—The British pub­ 
lic is clamoring for a decisive victory 
for the allies by Christmas time, eith­ 
er in the west, the east or on the 
sea, and it is believed the military and 
naval authorities are doing their best 
to satisfy the strenuous demand. 
Today was the 120th day of the 
great war and the forty-seventh day 
of the battle for possession 
of 
the 
French coast. 
The struggle in Bel­ 
gium has been so long 
drawn 
out 
that it is said to be getting on the 
nerves of even the war office, and the 
report is current tonight that all ef­ 
forts are being centered to bring it 
to a termination in favor of the allies. 
In the east as well as in the west, no 
i result was in sight today. 
The Rus- 
! sians finally admit that the German 
troops hold a strong position in Rua- 
sian Poland and that they are in dan­ 
ger of annihilation. 
Berlin reports indicate that the Ger­ 
man forces in Poland are able to re­ 
new a general offensive. 
A Petrograd 
dispatcn is to the effect that the siege 
of Cracow is still in progress. 
Communication between Nish, Ser­

Every one that wants to reduce his cost of living, and 
that includes nearly the whole community, is affected by 
such an advertisement. It is read more eagerly by the 
housewives than the news of the distant battle. The men 
also are interested, and ask their wives why they don’t 
go there and buy. 
Advertising is often the best news in the paper. 
Merchants who use it may be sure that every line they 
say is read.

"I was asked that question,’’ said T. 
Ii. Stephenson, “and I answered that 
one of the chief reasons was that of 
expense. 
A fruit or nut tree requires 
care and attention, while the ornamen­ 
tal tree can very nearly take care of 
itself after the secouu year 
I lie ex­ 
pense of upkeep is all in favor of the 
ornamental tree. Another is that the j 
state law does not give the forestry 
board the same degree of control over j 
fruit and nut trees that it does over j 
ornamental trees.” 
“It would prove too expensive,” said j 
Willard 
Smith 
of 
Orange. 
’’Trees j 
strung out along a road could not be 
cultivated profitably, so far as profit 
is concerned.” 
"The theory upon which the for­ 
estry board is established under the 
state law,” said A. S. Bradford 
of 
Placentia, president of the board, “is 
for beauty and ornamentation rather 
than utility. 
While a walnut tree will 
grow without much care, still if it 
is not taken care of it is likely to be-1 
come scraggling and far from being I 
a good looking tree. 
The expense of | 
securing the fruit and nut trees to I 
start with is a big item. 
We raise I 
our own ornamental trees at compar­ 
atively little cost. 
And the big item 
is the upkeep in years to come.” 
“One of the things to be accomplish­ 
ed by our tree planting,” said A. lh 
Bennett of Tustin, “is to give variety 
to our driveways.
